ferry steamer Bigelow running from 
here to Morristown N. Y., wera ~ not 
permitted.to enter the United States 
The orders. upon which the em- 
{gration Inspector acted were not 
issued by the United States immigra- 
tion department but upon a circular 
received by the New York Central 
Rallroad agent at Morristown is- 
sued by the United States Railroad 
Administration, placing restrictions 
on travellers entering Uncle Sam’s 
domain from Ontario who had not 
complied with the vaccination regu- 
lations. There was great indignation 
among the travellers turned back 
from here, among the number being 
an ex-member of the provincial’leg- 
{slature.: The matter was taken up 
with superintendent of United States 
immigration at Montreal and he

I 
Suppose a lot of you are in bed 
dreaming pleasant dreams. [| muat 
tell you ‘2 Mttle about this Prairie 
prorince. 

This year we had quite a dry sum- 
mer. Crops were mostly light. but 
what was sown carly was the best. 
Mr. John Clark had 22 bushela No. 
2 hard wheat to the acre. It was 
carly sown and got strong before 
the drouth came on. In Saskatché- 
wan many farmera had nothing. 
Thousands and thousands of acres 
of grain all swept away by” the 
adrouth and grasshoppers. Some of 
the latter were black and two’ inches 
long. There were a lot of them in 
Manitoba, too. We are afralil we 
as & people have not been paying 
God back what belongs to }fini: “We 
know the tenth of our income be- 
longs to Him, and If-we withhold it 
We are robbing God, 

There waa lots of wild fruit here 
—taskatoons, cherries, cranberries, 
raspberries’ and ‘red. plums. They 
Are all nice when canned. We have 
& fine creamery herb,’ which is good 
for tho farmers, Some-milk twelve 
and thirteen cows. Cream is 62 
cents per pound, butter-fat. 

We had a nice full ‘till the noth 
of October, then a great snow storm 
came on which blocked the railroads 
and roads. Then another came and 
it stayed very cold: till the 13th of 
November. People drove over banks 
in some places four fee: deep. Some 
sald it was Indian summer. Others 
said lt was Eskimo summer, But it 
fs nice weather again and the suow 
Is, nearly all gone off.

A board of 4 rectpss does not constitute = board of 
trade. A board of rs without support of member- 
ship is impotent, consequently the plan of re-organization 

> which looks forward to permanency and constantly. increas- 
ing strength must deal first,:Jast and all the time with the 
membership. The new members of the Belleville Board of 
Trade will be eager and insistent that the board do some- 
thing. It has been the practice in some boards of trade 
campaigns, after the members have been enlisted, to 
promptly forget them. After this campaign not a day will 
elapse before the call will go out for the members to elect 
directors. As soon as this.is done and the © officers have 
been chosen, the members will be calld on to answr this 
question: “What is the Board of Trade going to do?” 

When each member of:the Board has made his an- 

sSwers to this question, the membership as a whole will havo 
given the directors a well-defined program to which they 
are pledged. 
: The next question before the membership is who will 
carry this program through? Again the answer must come 
from the membership. The board of directors is a di- 
recting body and the membership is a working body. 

Out of the program of work will come carefully de- 
fined specific tasks for the committees to do. There will 
be no standing committees. Each assignment that is given 
to a committee will be explicit in directing what it to be 
done and when, and {ft is the business of the manager of the 
board and of the president and-of the board of directors to 
see that the committee keeps steadily on the jobs. . 

The only way to insure the permanence of a voluntary 
organization of men Is to keep them busy and interested. 
When a man has served on 2 committee or accomplished 
some specific service for the community, he is proud of it. 
He is an interested and loyal member of the Board ready 
to respond to any call that comes to him, <A man working 

on a committee for some particular purnposs is brought into 
intimate touch with associated problems of the- community 
that demand cttention, so that no mun can work In a Board 
of Trade without getting a wider vision of the city’s necd cnd 
a constantly growing interest and loyalty to the larger pur- 
poses of the organzation of which he is a member. The ways 
and means that have been discovered to make effective the 
voluntary service of a large group of citizens are the result 
of long study and experience. They have within the last two 
or three years been gives romething akin to scientific an- 
alysis and definition and have been worked into a definite 
organzation program. 

The executive management of the Board of Trade will 
naturally conduct a well defined publicity program for all 
the activities of the Board for the benefit of the whole com- 
munity; {t should give quick response to all inquiries and 
requests of the members and should keep the citizens con- 
stantly advised of what other progressive cities In the pro- 
vince of the competitive field are doing and how they are 
doing it.

He was once wounded, while fight- 
ing in the Ypres salient, in 1916, 
but was back in the lines in 6 weeks 

Pte. John Clement also modestly 
voiced. his impressions of the war. 
The men knew very little about it 
he said outside of a few hundred 
yards of trench line where they 
happened to be serving. 

“God Save the King” concluded 
the speaking program and abun- 
dant refreshments were then served

We may accept Quinlan & \ Robertson's ~statement that 
they have made no discoveries of the precious’ metals menition- 
ed in the report They have made’ no discoveries for a good 
and sufficient reason—thoy pave not eee looking for ‘either 
gold or platinum or. testing for elther them. 

That gold or platinum should occur at this place is not 
a theory that need provoke cynical smiles, even on the part of 
so excellent an authority as The Star's correspondent. 

The most’ important deposits of platinum in 
which ‘are ‘located’ in- Quebec province, occur along “with 
luvial gold in identically the same drift formation as is found 
in southern Huntingdon. 

Russia contains the greatest known deposits of platinum.’ 


Prior to the war Russia supplied the world with 95 ‘per cent of ~ 


its platinum. The Ressian deposits are found in. beds of drift 
gravel and are almost invariably associated with gold. 

That some of the strata in Schryver’s-hill should be auri- 
fcrous, or gold-bearing, is by no means improbable. Indeed, it 
would be rather surprising if such were not the case. In the 
Laurentian district in northern Huntingdon, Madoc, Marmora, 
and Elsevir occur many known deposits of gold. The free gold 
is usually found in quartz, or dolomitic or gnelssoid strata. 
The best known deposit was that found in the Richardson hill 
at Eldorado. From one pocket at this mine $30,000 in gold 
was’ taken in a nearly pure mass. This discovery was what - 
started the, famous Madoc rush in the late 60's. 

Yesterday Mr. Esley Terrill, of Wooler showed us a heavy 
gold ring that was made form gold taken from the Rich- 
ardson mine. The Madoc.boom took place at the time of Mr. 
Terrill’s marriage and he and his wife each had rings made 
from the product of the new cldorado. 

The glacial drift which composes the’ zreater part of the 
mass of Schryver’s hill came directly across tais Madoc gold- 
field In its southern journey. That much of the gravel de- 
rived from the mother lodes In Madoc should contain gold, is 
not a fantastic supposition but, rather, a reasonable: conclus- 
jon. 

In thousands of other similar formations now being profit- 
ably worked, the auriferous sands and gravels can be definite- 
ly traced to the rock formations, that .are sometimes much 
farther away than Schryver's hill is distant from Eldorado. 

If Quinlan & Robertson are not testing for gold and plati- 
num, they should, by all means, be requested by the depart- 
ment of mines to do so. The opportunity to gather more com- 
plete information about the geology of the district by means of 
the deep test shafts now being sunk should not be lost. As far 
as The Ontario is aware no competent geologist, or mining ex- 
pert has ever visited or reported upon this locality. © - > : 

The statement of Quinlan and Robertson does not gire 
any reason for the purchase by them of several farms in the 
vicinity that contain no gravel deposits whatever. This would 
indicate that the company has in view other interests and ac- 
tivities aside from developing a gravel industry.

one place of the sun's surface for 
anf considerable length of time, 
would prevent the formation of any 
sun spot. Prof. Porta ssid: It was 
this sun spot that he feared. - * 

- “Heavy electro - magnetic ener- 
«ies produced by the tension of 
the planets on = the sun would pro- 
duce a huge sun spot which in turn 
would cause the . cataclysm, but 
which event {s prevented by the 
sun's rotation,” Professor Porta said 
In previous statements Prof. Porta 
had demonstrated the possibility of 
disturbances In and on the earth “a: as 
a result of the. “Pull exerted by the 
Uned-up: planets."

Workea at Plant 


Witness told of the late Wesley 
Clayton havink worked for him for 
four and a half days in November,

Witness also told of seeing tracks 
in the snow' near a window of the 
Patton Dye works. He yelled “Stop or 
I'll shoot you” five or six times in 
order to scare the trespasser.

“The Number of the Redeemod. 


The rapid expansion of Christianity in the early days of the Chris- 
tlan Church is one of the marvels of history. There are two chief rea- 
sons for this: First, the intense wide-spread pecrsecutidn of the first 
followers of Jcsus and sccond, their ‘utter dependence on the superna- 
tural factor, viz. the Holy Spirit, for the spread of the truth and the 
multiplying of bellevers. The Book of the Acts of the Apostles suggests 
these facts, “Those that were scattered abroad went everywhere preach- 
ing the Word.” And again, “The Holy Ghost witnessed in every city.’ 
Again, “They were all filled with the Holy Ghost and spake the Word 
of God with boldness.” 

The vastness of the vision is the outcome of faith more than ‘sight. 
‘John states the outward impression made upon him, elsewhere from 
the physical eye: “We are of God and the whole world with In wicked- 
ness." God's eye of faith told Abraham to go out at night and count 
the stars, or in the day time to count the sands on the sea-shore. ‘So 
shall thy seed bé the promises to Abraham must be fulfilled; in thee 
ehall all the families of the earth be blebsed.”
